Proposed legislation to 
establish control of meat 
sales reporting by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
received mixed reactions 
from industry sources. 

A bill aimed at stopping 
possible manipulative re¬ 
porting of meat Boles by im¬ 
posing fines on false or 
incomplete reports was 
introduced recently by 
Congressmen Berkley Be¬ 
dell (D-lowa) and Charles 
Thone (lt-Neb.). If passed, 
the bill would establish 
control over daily livestock 
and meat sales reports by 
the Packers and Stockyards 
Administration of USD A. 

The current most widely 
used source of information 
for meuL sales is the 
“Yellow Sheet," published 


in Chicago by the National 
Provisioner. There have 
been occasional charges, 
mostly by cattlemen, that 
large packers have manip¬ 
ulated prices through the 
Provisioner. Many believe 
this legislation is in 
response to pressure from 
cattle producers. 


National Provisioner 
spokesman Tim Gallagher 
called the bill “curious" 
and “possibly a political 
move." Gallagher said the 
Sherman Act, designed to 
curb manipulative practi¬ 
ces, applies to the meat in¬ 
dustry and therefore, would 
make Bedell and Thone’s 


legislation redundant. 

However, the American 
National Cattlemen’s 
Assn.’s Washington, 
D.C. spokesman Burton El- 
lursaid, “We are suspect of 
the ‘Yellow Sheet 1 and fee] 
there’s got to be a better 
way of reporting meat 
sales." Eller said ANCA

Iowa leads in 
animal sales 

Ranking of stntos by cash 
receipts from farm market¬ 
ing of moot animals shows 
Iowa led the nation in 1970 
with $3.5 billion. Texas was 
second with $2.39 billion. 

Tuxns led in cattle sales 
with receipts of $2.2 billion, 
followed by Iowa with $1.6 
billion. Iowa led in hogs 
with SI.8 billion, followed 
by Illinois with $967 million. 
Leader in aheep-lnmb re¬ 
ceipts was Colorado with 
$78 million. Texas followed 
with $53 million. 

Nebraska was third high¬ 
est state in combined cattle, 
hog, and Iamb receipt? with, 
just over $2 billion. Other 
states exceeding $1 billion 
were Kansas, Illinois, Colo¬ 
rado, South Dakota, Mis¬ 
souri, California, Minne¬ 
sota, and Oklahoma.

USITC to expand 
beef investigation 

The U.S. International 
Trade Commission (USITC) 
voted to expand its 
investigation into the ef¬ 
fects of beef imports on the 
domestic beef industry. 

The USITC had already 
approved a beef import in¬ 
vestigation under Section 
201 of the Trade Act, which 
requires the commission to 
prove imiports cause serious 
injury or threat of serious 
injury to the domestic in¬ 
dustry before any recom¬ 
mendations can be made. 

Under the investigation 
approved June L, at the re¬ 
quest of the Senuto agri¬ 
culture committee, the 
Commisinn con make a 
wide-ranging study of the 
effects of beef Imports. No 
recommendations under 
this investigation ore re¬ 
quired, but Congress could 
use the study as a basis for 
legislative action.

Analysts expect 
modest uptrends 

WEATHER AND PROGRESS OF this summer's crops 
will continue to be key factors in the direction and extent of 
livestock price movement over the next two to four months. 
Slaughter levels of both cattle and hogs will likely be keyed 
to these factors. Forage fed steer and heifer slaughter has 
exceeded projections of most industry analysts for the first 
five months of this year. It now appears non fed supplies will 
be a greater percentage of year-ago marketings throughout 
1977 than most expected. 

A cool, moist summer period would slow movement of 
range cattle to market and aid the near term supply and 
price outlook, whereas hot dry weather likely would spur 
non fed marketings and result in pressure on prices through 
the summer period. Favorable weather through summer 
probably would secure another abundant harvest this fall 
and encourage placement of cattle as realization of a boun¬ 
tiful harvest nears.

not have an official position 
on the legislation yet. 

National Independent 
Meat Packers official John 
Sunning said there may not 
be much difference between 
the proposed legislation and 
the current status of meat 
sales reporting. 

Dunning said, "I'm not 
quite sure where or why it 
originated. The proposed 
legislation is bureaucratic, 
ft's like Big Brother." 

Western States Meat 
Packing Assn, official Cal 
Santare termed the propo¬ 
sal "like a Big Brother,” 
and his members are 
opposed because they feel 
there are already adequate 
meat sales reporting meth¬ 


ods. "If used collectively 
there is nothing wrong with 
the current systems of meat 
sales reporting," Santare 
said. 

Some industry observers 
are skeptical about the 
proposals. One Midwest 
broker snid if there's 
manipulation of meat sales, 
it’s at the pucker or broker 
level. He felt that no matter 
who reports the sales, the 
manipulation will still oc¬ 
cur. "It's believed the legis¬ 
lation is definitely a political 
move only to please the 
Congressmen’s constitu¬ 
ents," he said.

—— growing hamburger society 


EUGENE EGAN 

Eugene A. Egan, 68, Fresno. 
Calif., nationally known cotton 
authority and former vice 
president of Ihe Producers Cotton 
Oil Co., has died. 

Egan, a native of Montana, re¬ 
tired from Producers In April 
1974 where he served aa vice 
president and director of field 
services, a position ho assumed 
In 1961. 

Considered one of the leading 
agriculturalists In the state, Egan 
helped develop and was Ihe first 
dean of Ihe school of agriculture 
at Fresno State University. 

Survivors include hla widow, 
Mary; a son, Eugene A. Egan Jr.. 
Fresno; two daughters. Mrs. 
Kathleen R. Hall, Merced, and 
Mrs. Mary Ann Kollglan, Fresno: 
a sister, Mrs. Kathryn Choata, 
Atascadero; a stepson, Max J. 
Emberton, Fresno; two step¬ 
daughters, Mrs. Kathryn R. 
White, Stockton, and Mrs. Karyn 
L. Cameron, Fresno, and five 
grandchildren. 


The growing "hamburger 
society" in the U.S. has the 
beef industry looking for 
ways to revise production 
and marketing methods in 
order to satisfy consumers, 
according to a nationally re¬ 
cognized meat cookery 
expert. 

Reba Staggs, director of 
Home Economics for the 
National Live Stodk and 
Meat Board, said demand 
for ground beef will 
continue to increase and the 
beef industry must be able 
to react to this change. 

She made her remarks as 
a member of a panel dis¬ 
cussing, "Hamburger- 
Boon or Bust for the Beef 
Industry" during the Am¬ 
erican Feed Manufacturers 
Convention. 


“Ground beef is finding 
its way into more and more 
meals. It is no longer re¬ 
served only for patties or 
meat loaves," said Miss 
Staggs. "Casserole and 
stuffed vegetable recipes 
call for ground beef. The 
growing popularity of Greek 
and Mexican cuisines have 
shown people that ground 
meat meals do not have to 
be dull and ordinary." 

Miss Staggs said the 
“hamburger revolution" is 
a relatively recent develop¬ 
ment which may require the 
beef industry to modify its 
approach to production. 

“The industry may need 
to develop methods to earn 
a profit through producing 
and marketing animals in¬ 
tended primarily for ground 


beef," she said'. 

“People now want their 
meals to be fast and easy to 
prepare, with consistent re¬ 
sults and yet offer variety. 
Ground beef is the beef 
industry's best product to 
meet these requirements." 

"And with more women 
working, more children out 
of the house for various ac¬ 
tivities and the growing 
trend to ever more infor¬ 
mality, I see nothing to in¬ 
dicate anything but in¬ 
creased use of ground beef. 

“We will not, of course, 
become a strictly hambur¬ 
ger society. There will 
always be a place for high 
quality steaks, roasts and 
other beef cuts from high 
quality beef animals. But all 
of us must be alert to the 
strong possibility that ham¬ 
burger will become the most 
popular way to consume 
beef," said Miss Staggs.
